Pay For Officer 


lhe Coffee County Commis- 
sion met Monday in a regularly 
scheduled meeting. All com- 
missioners were present 

The vote in the first order 
of business was reversed later 
in the day. After againdiscuss- 
ing the 50-50 matching of the 
salary for Juvenile Probation 
Officer, the Commission voted 
to take no action because they 
were uncertain about the future 
of the program. Later, Infer- 
ior Court Judge Terry Butts 
appeared before the group and 
literally begged the commis- 
sioners to reconsider “for the 
sake of the children involved.” 
He explained that without the 
probation officer, these child- 
ren were either released to 
“violate the law again” or “sent 
to jail.” 

Following this discussion, 
the commissioners voted to pay 
50% of the salary from April 
until October and at that time, 
again look into state plans and 
progress in this area.

The truck didn’t exactly 
fit specifications but the com- 
missioners didn’t know if they 
wanted the wheelbase longer or 
shorter, and agreed to accept

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board met Tuesday night ofthis 
week and attended to routine 
business. All members were 
present except Mayor Sam Saw- 
yer who was out of town Tues- 
day. 

After giving an OK to the 
minutes of the last meeting, 
the board heard a request from 
Kenneth Deal. Deal wanted 
reimbursement for somedam- 
age to electrical appliances in 
his trailer. The board agreed 
to have an electrical engineer 
view the situation and if in the 
opinion of the expert, it was 
due to the Board’s error, they 
would pay the claim; but if‘not 
the Board's error, they would 
turn down the claim. 

The board approved pay- 
ment of bills totaling $9,052.63 
when money is available; dis- 
cussed need to purchase ma- 
chinery toitemize electric bills 
and approved payment of $500 
to Douglas Easters for water 
taps outside the city limits on 
water line installed by Easters.

Almost every adult American has been lulled into a false 


security about drug abuse. 


People have heard and read so much 


about it that the subject has become old news, unless someone 
in the immediate family has been a victim. The fact is our 
country is standing directly in the path of a new tidal wave of 
drug abuse which could surpass the epidemic of the early 70's. 
This series tells why this is taking place and what might be 


done about it. 


IS YOUR CHILD REALLY IN DANGER? 


Older adults seemingly like to think of someone on drugs 
as a person of weak character. This is an easy brush-off of 


the subject, 


hardly a true insight into the problem. If 


emotional and psychological weaknesses were the only reason 
for a turn to drug abuse, we surely would not have drug addicts 
numbering in the hundreds of thousands. 


When 


the possibility of your own children 


being endangered, one must give thought to a wide variety of 


potential 
importance. 


contributing causes. 
For example, does either or both parents personally 


Parental example is of great 


rely on prescription drugs unnecessarily? Do the children see 
you taking a pill to wake you up and get you going in the morn- 


ing, another to keep you going during the day, and still another 
to put you to sleep at night? Do they see their parents reach 
for an alcoholic beverage the moment the day’s work is done, 
often commenting, “I sure needed that!” Does the drinking 
continue until each participant is relieved of the burdens of his 
day? (Alcohol, though legalized, is also a drug and probably 
the most generally misused by more people than any other.) 


Are your children allowed to manage their own time without 
taking part in home responsibilities? Are they exempt from 
household chores because it is easier to do the daily work about 
the home yourself than to put forth the effort to follow-through 
to see that the children doassignedtasks properly? Do you excuse 
failures to comply with your wishes and instructions because 
insistence on compliance causes momentary family discord? 
Do you “give” your children everything as opposed to making 
them learn to earn? 


There are, of course, many other contributing factors to 
drug abuse, but those mentioned here are high on the list of 
basics. Every case history shows the urgent need for strong 
parental guidance, for the child to be the child and the parents 
to administer their responsibilities in a confident and adult 
manner, while setting a good example by their own activities.

The Elba-Zion Chapel basketball game last Thursday night, 
{in Zion Chapel, was marred by a “near-brawl” between fans 
tand students of the two schools. 

' To some, the term “near-brawl” might sound too ser- 
pious, However, school officials from Zion Chapel appar-

MICROWAVE COOKING 

Cooking with a microwave 
oven offers speed and conven- 
ience, but certain precautions 
should be taken when consid- 
ering the proper utensils touse. 
Microwaves must pass through 
the cooking utensils to permit 
cooking. For this reason, metal 
pots and pans or containers 
with metal trim cannot be used. 
Metals reflect microwaves and 
cause them to bounce from the 
oven walls. 

Utensils used effectively 
with microwave cooking incl- 
ude glass bowls, most pottery, 
ceramic cookware, glass mea- 
suring cups, wood or straw 
items and ordinary dishes. 

A paper carton or a sheet 
of paper towel may also be used 
to cook foods with microwaves. 
Likewise, plastic food wrap 
or paper may be used as adish 
covering in a microwave oven 
Plastic dishes may be used if 
they are able to withstand heat 
from the foods cooked with 
microwaves. Frozen foods in 
cooking pouches may be cooked 
in their containers in a micro- 
wave oven 

Care should be taken to 
insure the microwave ovendoor 
and cavity are left clean and 
free of grease and food part- 
icles.

INSECT CONTROL 

Insects living in the soil 
and eating on roots cannot us- 
ually be controlled by spraying. 
These insects include cut- 
worms, wireworms, white fri- 
nged beetles, white grubs and 
others. Two materials are 
recommended for control of 
these scé] insects. They are 
Chlordane or Diazinon. They 
can be applied as a spray or 
as granules. 

Most homeowners would 
prefer using granules. If Ch- 
lordane is used, apply at the 
rate of 2 pounds of 5% Ch- 
lordane per 1,000 square feet. 
If Diazinon is used, use 2 1/2 
pounds of 2% Diazinongranules 
per 1,000 square feet. Both 
of these materials should be 
incorporated in the top 3-5 
inches of the soil immediate- 
ly after application. These 
materials can be extremely 
helpful in gardens. 


Microwave ovens should 
never be turned on unless food 
or water has been placed in- 
Side. Heat without oven con- 
tent may cause damage to the 
unit.

IRS ANSWERS QU 


Q. What is the reason for 
my indicating the county where 
I live on my tax return? 


A. Under the law known as 
Revenue Sharing, a portion of 
the tax money collected by the 
Federal Government is re- 
turned to the states and ci- 
ties. The amount of money 
your locality receives is ba- 
sed on information you sup- 
ply on your Federal income 
tax return. So it’s important 
for you to fill in the County 
of Residence block on the front 
of your return. To complete 
this block, print’ or type the 
full name of the county (par- 
ish in Louisiana; organized bo- 
rough in Alaska) in which you 
live. The instructions for both 
1040 and 1040A forms explain 
how to fill in the block if 
you don’t live in a county, 
parish or borough. 


Q. What is the rate for 
exemptions for myself and my 
family this year? 


A. The personal exemption 
for 1974 is $750. If you file 
a joint return, you may also 
claim a $750 exemption for 
your spouse. Exemptions for 
the same amount for age and 
blindness are available for both 
of you if you qualify. Fur- 
thermore, you are entitled to 
an exemption of $750 for each 
person who qualified in 1974 
as your dependent. For more 
information on exemptions and 
dependents, consult IRS Pub- 
lication 501, “Your Exemp- 
tions for Dependents.” It’s 
available free at all IRS of- 
fices. 


Proposed 1975 
Peanut Program 


The U. S. Department of 
Agriculture announced that it 
proposes to operate the 1975 
Peanut Program in essentially 
the same manner as the 1974 
program. It is proposed that 
the general regulations govern- 
ing 1974 and subsequent crop 
peanut warehouse storage loans 
will continue in effec for the 
1975 crop. A 1975 crop sup- 
plement to the general regu- 
lations will be issued and in- 
clude (1) loan and purchase 
rates by types of peanuts, (2) 
premiums and discounts, and 
(9) Uluel uperatilip pluvisions 
necessary to carry out the pro- 
gram. 

Consideration will be given 
to data, views and recommen- 
dations, concerning the pro- 
gram, which are submitted in 
writing to the Director, To- 
bacco and Peanut Division, Ag- 
ricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service, U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. C., 20250. 

In order to be sure of con- 
sideration, all submissions 
must be postmarked on or be- 
fore February 28, 1975

Q. My 1973 tax return was 
complicated than usual for me 
to fill out, so I decided to use 
a return preparer.

The cost of tax 
counsel and assistance is a 
deductible expense, and is re- 
ported on Schedule A of Form 
1040 as a miscellaneous ex- 
pense. 

Q. What are the record 
keeping requirements of the 
IRS? 


A. Taxpayers are requir- 
ed by law to keep records that 
will enable them to prepare 
complete and accurate income 
tax returns. Although the law 
doesn’t require any special 
form of records, taxpayers 
must retain all receipts, can- 
celed checks, and other evi- 
dence to prove amounts cla- 
imed as deductions. Ifa tax- 
payer files a claim for a re- 
fund, there must be records to 
prove overpayment of tax. Fur- 
thermore, reocrds that support 
an item of income or a deduc- 
tion appearing on a return must 
be kept until the statute of 
limitations for the return ex- 
pires. Usually this is three 
years from the date the re- 
turn was due or filed, or 
two years from the date the tax 
was paid, whichever occurs 
later.

How do I deduct what I paid 
in expenses?

The life style which Grand- 

ma and Grandpa led has changed 
considerably here in Coffee 
County; you don’t often see the 
old methods of the past used 
any more. Around 40 years ago, 
almost every farm in Coffee 
‘ounty grew some sugar cane 
ior the purpose of making 
home-made syrup. There was 
usually at least one family in 
most communities with a cane 
mill similar to the one in the 
accompanying picture. 

A brick furnace was made 
with a chimney at one end and 
an opening at the opposite end, 
where wood could be placed and 
a huge fire started. The heat 
from this fire dispersed thr- 
ough the vault (evaporator) and 
the cane juice would be cooked 
into a thick syrup. The mill 
was turned by a mule, and as 
the juice was squeezed by the 
mill, it flowed into a barrel. 
There was a pipe connected 


to the barrel which ran from h 


the barrel to the vault. This 
pipe had a spigot that was used 
to regulate the flow of juice 
into the vault. Since the juice 
in the vault had to cook to a 
certain thickness, it was nec- 
essary to keep it separate. 

While cooking, a foamy skim 
would bubble to the top of the 
syrup. This skim (skimmings) 
was dipped off into a contain- 
er, and sometimes poured into 
a barrel with a spigot at the 
bottom. This liquid would 
“work” and make a very pow- 
erful drink. The cane juice 
was also served after being 
chilled on ice. 

Cane may be planted in this 
area during the winter months 
and early spring. It may be 


harvested from September thr- 
ough December. Today, while 
driving through the country-. 
side,you mdy see small pat-; 
ches of,sugar cane. Most of 
these cane patches won't ave-: 
rage an acre in size, so one: 
may easily see that the trend 
for raising this crop has dim-, 
inished in this area.

Drug Abuse Ils 


By Chief M. W. Johnston, Elba Police Dept.

MARIJUANA - THE “INNOCENT” DRUG 

Is marijuana really harmless, as users of the drug and 
those tired of hearing about it would have us believe? Earnest 
medical research to date has failed to come up with serious 
physical harm, resulting from its use. However, there are 
some strong indications of chromosome damage being possible 
after continued use, sexual abilities being hampered and unu- 
Sual.enlargement of the male breasts, accompanied by soreness 
in those areas. The female user is not so affected by the latter. 
Research, of course, is continuing. 


Uncovering definite and conclusive evidence of harm to the 
user’s body is important, but in considering the over all picture 
there are enough side effects resulting fromthe use of marijuana 
to impress unfavorably even the mentally retarded. 


Contrary to the sales talk given us by users, case histories 
of hard drug users most usually show that the addict did in fact 
get his start in drug experimentation by using marijuana. 
Psychological dependence is strongly indicated. While total 
effects of marijuana “highs” can last 3-5 hours, large doses 
can produce hallucinations after about 20 minutes. Time passes 
slowly to the person under marijuana’s influence, and distance 
slowly to the person under marijuana’s influence, and distances 
seem to be shorter. The memory becomes quite short and con- 
centration becomes difficult. 


Behind the wheel of a motor vehicle the marijuana user is 
a death threat to eveyone in his path, and himself. Red lights 
may look green to him and traveling at 70 miles an hour may 
seem like 25 miles per hour. Thousands upon thousands of 
young people have been involved in fatal automobile accidents 
as the result of being on the so-called “innocent” drug. Knowing 
this, and being fully aware that the use of marijuana frequently 
leads the user to addiction to even more dangerous drugs, 
how can anyone in his right mind really believe that marijuana 
is harmless? Any drug taken that can cause a person to drop 
out of school, forget all previous plans for making a good life 
for himself, and exercise complete disregard for his own 
safety and the safety of others, could hardly be termed innocent 
or harmless!
